THE COUNTY TO THE FRONT. 

The approval of the $3,000,000 bond issue by St. 
Louis County has created the impression through- 
out the country that St. Louis County is progres- 
sive. The impression is correct, but nothing should 
he permitted to modify it. 

We cannot expect the county to build perma- 
nent good roads at once, but the existing roads 
should be maintained in as good condition as pos- 
sible while the county officials are preparing to 
construct permanent roads and while construc- 
tion is in progress. 

It is important, particularly, that the thousands 
of visitors to the Democratic national convention 
should not receive bad impressions of count) 
roads. Many of the visitors will be taken into 
the county for recreation and sivht-seeing during 
the convention. They will travel on the main 
thoroughfares within a radius of a dozen miles. 
Most of the heavy traffic roads within this radius 
are in very bad condition after a winter of ex- 
ceptional road-wrecking weather. They are full 
of holes and ruts. Travel over them is jarring. 

The Clayton road from Pennsylvania avenue 
to the Denny is a network of holes and trenches: 
so is the Gravois from the concrete road to Sun- 
set Inn. The Olive and St. Charles are in similar 
condition for the same distance. 

These roads to the Denny, and the Denny, 
which links them, should be put in thorough re- 
pair and oiled by June. Since the bonds will be 
available for construction within a few months, 
there should be enough money for repair work.

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MISSILES AT ARMAGEDDON. 

Italian engineers spent five months’ driving 
three enormous tunnels into a part of the Dolo- 
mite Alps.

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THE JACOBS BLUNDER. 

The dropping of Arthur I. Jacobs, Supervisor of 
City Lighting, from city employment leaves a 
large vacancy in the Department of Public Utili- 
ties. Mr. Jacobs is a first-class engineer and has 
an exceptional record of integrity and efficiency 
during a long period of service in the water and 
lighting departments. 

The ostensible reason for his dismissal is the ab- 
sence in the new charter of provision for the 
office of Supervisor of Lighting. Mr. Jacobs has 
been carried under the new charter as assistant 
to the Director of Public Utilities. His work is 
of prime importance and can neither be neglected 
nor intrusted to a man of less ability. 

Provision should have been made for the work 
and for the retention of Mr. Jacobs. The city can 
ili afford to lose men of Mr. Jacobs’ proved ca- 
pacity and character. Good public business ought 
not to be sacrificed to po’'itics. 
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THE PROFESSION OF JOURNALISM. 

Ambitious young men and women, looking for 
an opportunity to enter a profession, will find the 
interview with Dr. Talcott Williams, in Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch, interesting and helpful. 

There are at present some 45,000 men and wom- 
en engaged in the editorial and news departments 
of American newspapers. <A very large number 
of these who entered the profession 10 or more 
years ago were handicapped by the fact that no 
schools existed which gave instruction in news- 
paper work. 

The opening of the Pulitzer School of Journal- 
ism, at Columbia University, in 1913, marked the 
beginning of a new era in newspaper training. | 
At present, six state universities—Missouri, Kan- 
Wisconsin, Ohio and _ =  “Iilinois—and 
nearly forty institutions of learning have 
courses in journalism. The work of gathering, 
writing and interpreting the news of the day has 
at last taken its place as one of the learned pro- 
fessions. 

The Pulitzer School of Journalism, founded 
witb the first gift of $1,000,000, under Mr. 
Pulitzer’s will, has been so great a success that it 
has proved its right to the second $1,000,000 pro- 
vided for in the will. Its graduates occupy posi- 
tions of the highest responsibility in various lead- 
ing newspapers. It has thoroughly dissipated the 
doubt as to the practicability of a college prepara- 
tion for newspaper work. Asa vocational school, 
it is a splendid example of efficiency and achieve- 
ment. 
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THOSE ‘‘MILKLESS GERMAN BABIES.’’ 

It seems only a few hours since Judge Ben Lind- 
sey had us all sobbing over the babies in Ger- 
niany. 

Their customary milk rations had been cut off, 
he told ue. Of course, it looked like an almost 
unbelievable libel on German efficiency. When 
we figured on it we remembered that Germany ts 
o« free as ever to draw the same supply from Den- 
mark and Holland dairies on which she had whol- 
lv depended before the war to make up her own 
deficency and had new supplies in conquered terri- 
tory. It seemed strange that the babies were ill- 
nourished. But the Judge was just back from 
Germany and we had practically decided he was 
right when he sugeested that it was our duty to 
organize an armed expedition. break through the 
cruel British blockade and appear triumphantly 
off Wilhelmshaven with a rescuing fleet of tank 
steamers loaded with Pasteurized milk, nicely 
iced. ; 

Just then S. S. McClure came back after a tour 
of Germany lasting longer than the Judge’s. He 
reports the German babies fat and rosy and kick- 
ing. In 25 large cities where the suffering from 
any milk shortage would be greatest, the infant 
mortality has actually been reduced 10 per cent as 
compared with months just before the war. In 
Berlin, the greatest of all. it has been re- 
duced 17 per cent 

How are the statements of these two great and 
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city 


reconciled? Perhaps those clever German chem- 
ists have a substitute better than milk itself. But 
it is just possible the German babies, confident 
in the dependability of the supply intended for 
them by nature, are beyond placing the slightest 
hope in chemists or in the aid or consent of any 
other nation.

A PUBLIC SCHOOL SURVEY. 

As a preliminary step to the campaign for a 
bond issue it would be a wise act for the Board of 
Education to have a survey made of the “public 
schools. The recommendation of Supt. Blewett 
tu this effect should be adopted. 

We do not doubt that in the main the schools 
have been well managed and the funds applied 
judiciously to school needs. But a survey would 
give the people a clear view of the conditions in 
the schools and needs of the system. It would 
bring out the strength and weakness of both the 
thysical plant and the educational system. It 
might point the way to a more efficient use of the 
existing plant and would certainly demonstrate 
beyond cavil whatever need there may be for ad- 
ditional schoo! buildings. It would expose to the 
satisfaction of votera the relations between avail- 
able money and the requirements of the schools. 

As a basis upon which to measure the amount of 
bonds required for school buildings and a means 
of fully informing the public with regard to school 
needs, a schoo! survey would be valuable.

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CHRISTIANITY AND CLOTHES.

Easter in the United States this vear will 
fairlv Christian—if we can get over to Monday 
morning without being at war.

But the cloth- 
ing manufacturers say it is nothing like so shock- 
ing as the havoc wrought in the lives of the coat 
and &kirt makers, milliners, shirtwaist makers, 
men’s clothing makers, necktie, collar, ete., etc., 
makers, by the killing overtiine and speeding up 
and subsequent slack season when Easter comes 
in March. 

Styles for the spring are agrecd upon at the 
last possible minute, of course, in the fall. No 
manufacturer dare take a chance on the goring 
of women's skirts or the notching of men’s coat 
lapels. Then, if, as this year, the moon so decrees 
the world of clothes waits for its spring finery 
until Apri!. and the tens of thousands of workers 
have steady, regular work until the time late in 
epring when in the normal! order of things they 
begin on our next winter's overcoats. 

We behave very well, it seems, in regard to our 
winter clothes. We get into them regularly about 
the first of October. But our spring clothes seem 
to have become mixed up with our religion and. as 
with our Christmas festivities, religion has rather 
gone to the wall. 

We have almost Christianized Christmas. A 
campaign of education is gradually releasing the 
salespeople from the medieval tortures of ez- 
haustion for the two weeks before Christmas.
